Many persons will not 
tuke an education any more than some coarse rough stones will not take 
a polish, To attempt to educate them is to throw away time and money. 
It is to encourage false ambitions and to breed disappointments, On the 
contrary, supposing th possession of a good mind and character, there 
is nothing that can ald to its power and usefulness like a college educa- 
tion. The the mind is taught to work. The foundation may be laid for 
all future growth and development. <A college education of the right 
kind and in the care of the right person is capital invested, and well in- 
vested, It is not simply a money investment but also a mind and heart 
investment and bring: pleasure and enjoyment to all the subsequent life. 
Hence go to college, if at all possible, especially if it is any agricultural 
college,

—Swords Everywhere. 


North from Baroda the country be- 
comes a great grassy plain, very much 
like the South African veldt, particu- 
larly between the Modder River and 
Magersi‘ontein. The men change. They 
become more jaunty in their carriage. 

They part their beards in the mid- 
dle, and comb back the sides to their 
ears. 


old-world scimitars. When the sun 


sinks in the evening a thousand herds | 


of cattle wander home over innumer- 
able tracks converging on the villages. 
This is Rajputana, the home of proud 
warriors and brave women. 

Baroda, with a smile, says, “I am 
modern”; Rajputana, with a haughty 
sniff, says, “1 keep the old ways.” 
Commerce and politics have both in- 


vaded parts of it; some of its chiefs | 


hanker after English Philistinism. But 
these degeneracies are still exceptions. 

The first Rajput chief I met, says

Canada Painter's Work Gets Praise 
From a New York Critic. 


An exhibition of paintings by the 
Cunadian painter, Horatio Walker, is 
aow in progress in New York. The 
orilliant critic of The Post says: “As 
's usual in Mr. Walker’s exhibitions, 
the pictures represent scenes of peas- 
ant life in the artist’s French-Cana- 
vian home on the St. Lawrence, and 
as usual the water colors are strongly 
reminiscent of Anton Mauve, while 
now and then we get a hint in some 
of the paintings of Millet, for in- 
stance, in A Summer Pastoral, an oil 
painting, and in Shepherdess and 
Sheep, a water color. In the firat- 
named picture, lent to the exhibition 
by J. J. Albright, a shepherdess and 
her dog stand in the shade of a tree, 
avatching a flock of shorn sheep feed- 
ing in the sunlight, and beyond them 
is a peaceful landscape—a sceue that 
Millet often painted. But Mr. Walk- 
er’s Shepherdess is very much more 
like a human being the ‘wooden 
girl in Millet’s picture which brought 
so large a price at a recent sale, and 
the shepherdess in the other picture 
is an doligh 5 INfuciuce 
of Mauve is strongly shown in the 
blocking out of such pictures as Boy 
and Calf, another Shepherdess and 
er and in Spring Evening but 
that hardly detracts from their charm. 
One of the least satisfactory pictures 
in the exhibition is a recent one, Man 
Lectin fy Tree, on account of its hard- 
ness, but. a Frosty Morning lent by 
William A. Rogers, also a recent 
work, of sheep and chickens, shows 
the artist closer to his best in its con- 
trast of cool and brilliant colors. A 
Milkyard, an oil painting, is suffused 
with golden light, Cuyp-like, but the 
cows resemble real cattle, which 
Cuyp’s did not always do. There is 
nothing, however, in the exhibition 
that-in color and quality reaches the 
small oil painting of A Sty. Pigs are 
not a beautiful subject, perhaps, but 
the suggestion of luscious pink flesh 
seen through the bristles does lend it- 
self to producing quality, and Mr. 
Walker has taken every advantage of 
it in this excellently painted picture 
of luminous shadows, with the branch 
of a tree hanging over the sty and 
with a meadow beyond the pen across 
which horses are drawing a wagon 
load of hay.”

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POLICING THE PLAINS 


R.N.W.M.P. ARE GOOD MATERIAL 
FOR THRILLING TALES, 


Recent Report Gives Some idea of 
What Intrepid Riders of Prairies 
Are Doing to Keep the King’s 
Peace on Edge of the Untouched 
Land—Furthest Off Post Is Fully 
2,600 Miles From Headquarters. 


If a copy of the report of our Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police should 
fall’ into the hands of a genius—a 
Stevenson or Kipling, for instance— 
he would find in ik abundant mater- 
ial for as thrilling tales as were those 
written about life in the garrison 
towns of India or on the balmy is- 
lands of the South Pacific. In that 
report he would find the ground-work 
of stories of duty, heroism, unselfish: 
ness and brave endurance; stories 
worth writing, for they would tell of 
lives nobly spent in the service of 
country and in behalf of the cause of 
civilization. 

Some day the writer will appear and 
the stories will be written. In_ the 
meantime Canadians should at least 
look through the report and by glean- 
ing here and there obtain some idea 
of its contents and some understand. 
ing of the work that that little corps 
is doing—doing so well, considering 
its limited numbers and the compara. 
tively small means at its disposal; 
and perhaps whut is only of second. 
ary importance, doing 80 quietly and 
with an eye single to the demands of 
duty and in keeping with the dignity 
of the uniform its memb>rs wear. 

The report should not, in the public 
eye, be allowed to drop to the dead 
level-occupied by most governmental 
blue books, for it is a message from 
the Great West and the Far Northern 
hinterland beyond much of which has 
yet to be won to the cause of indus- 
try, and upon the winning of which, 
to so grand an extent, depends the 
future of the Dominion. 

One brief glance at the statistics of 
the report. Last year the strength of 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police, 
stood as follows: ‘51 officers, 600 
non-commissioned officers and con- 
stables, and 668 hotses—a gain of 2 
constables and 25 horses as compared 
with the return of the preceding year. 

“In Alberta there are five divisional 

sts and 64-detachments; in Sas- 

atchewan four divisional posts and 

78 detachments; and in the Northwest 
Territories one divisional post and 6 
detachments; a total of 10 divisional 
posts and 148 detachments, 

“The area covered by these detach. 
ments is very extensive, the Provinces 
of Alberta and Srskatchewan and the 
districts. of McKenzie and Keewatin 
in the Northwest Territories. The far- 
thest flung detachment on the Arctic 
ocean is 2,500 miles from headquar- 
ters, and f takes two months to make 
the journey.” ‘ 

A jurisdiction like that, extending 
from Manitoba ,to the Rockies, and 
from the international boundary to 
the shores of the Arctic ocean, sim- 
ply staggers an Eastern Canadian ac. 
customed to the narrow confines of 
townships and counties or even of 
Provinces, for here is a region 
throughout which law and order is. to 
be maintained, larger than many an 
old-world empire, 
In the southern part. of this vast 
region settlement is rapidly going 
ahead, und although the policeman’s 
work may in consequence be increas. 
ed, it is yearly bscoming less pictur- 
esque and auventurous, although not 
it less dangerous or necessary. 
That the work hus been well done is 
attested by the high reputation the 
Canadian West bears for law and or- 
der, It is the boast thut Canada has 
never had a ‘wild west,” and if the 
boast is well founded it is largely due 
to those men on horseback with re- 
volvers in holsters and rifles at their 
backs who everywhere have stood for 
the majesty of the law. 
In the Far North the membors of 
the force have long been inore than 
policemen, The parts they there have 
@play are-many and varied, but 
each is for the well being of their fel. 
lowmen whom Nature, the lure of the 
fur trade or of the gold mine, or the 
almost equally powerful lure of sport 
and adventure, have thrown together 
in the Great Lone Land. Their small 
and widely scattered posts are the 
nuclei, or perhaps better, the expres. 
sions of the Dominion’s power, the 
Braet tie of Canada’s land of soy- 
ereignty: The police are explorers anid 
often the guides and guardians of 
men of science sent far afield by the 
Geological Survey to gain knowledge 
respecting the resources of those dis- 
tant parts, The police also carry 
mails to this northern frontier; they 
look after the fisheries and the min- 
ing camps, and often carry succor to 
men whom ill luck, sickness or their 
own mistukes, hive placed in situa- 
tions of great distress and danger. 

It is from the reports of the in- 
spectors in charge of the different 
posts and districts that full knowl- 
edge of the work can be obtained; 
and A}though written in a most simple 
and matter of fact manner and with 
& motlesty truly remarkable in these 
pushtul, self-assertive days, these re. 
ports afford most interesting and in- 
structive reading.

Council Meeting 


The council “tnecting held in 
Messrs, McKio & Henderson’s office 
Monday evening was attended by 
quite a number of the business men 
as well aa the Coucillors and some 
lively discussions wore indulged in.
